arth’s motion round its own axis is 
about 17 miles per minute, and in its 
annual path pearly 9685 an amazing 
rapidity, more than 140 times as fwift 
as a cannon. ball! and yet, attonithing 
to conceive, we are infenlible ot the 
leaft motion, and tancy that the earth, 
together with the obje&s that decorate 
its furface, are abfclutely at reft. 

The firf{ fuperior plana, or that 
whofe orbit includes the orbit of the 
earth, is Mars, whole diameter is 4440 
miles, and its circumference 13960, 
It revolves round its axié in one day 
and forty minutes, and finifhes its tour 
round the fun in 686 days, 23 hours, 
37 minutes, notwithftanding the cir- 
cumference of its orbit is 773686000 ;

The next planet is that of Jupiter, 
and the | argeit in the whol- fyttem, 
except the fun.

When a woman is 
enamoured of a man, the forgets her- 
felf, the world, and ail that it contains, 
and withes to exit only for the obje& 
ef her affection. How few men mike 
any violent facrifices to fentiment ! 
But how many women does every man 
know, who have facrifted fortune and 
honours to noble, pure, and difinter- 
efted motives ! 

A man mounts a breach ; he braves 
danger, and obtains a victory. This 
is glorious and great. He has ferved 
bis country, he has acquired fame, 
preferment, riches. Wherever he ap- 
pears, refpec. awaits him, admiratien 
attends him, crowds preis to meet 
him, and theatres receive him with 
burits ofapplauie. His glory dies not 
withhim. Hiltory preierves his me- 
mory from oblivion. That though 


cheers his dying hour; and his taf 
words pronounced with feeble plea- 
fure are, I thall not all die. 


A woman fends ber hufband to the 


war; the lived but inthat hufband: 


Her foul goes withhim. Shetremb'es 
for the danger of the fea; fhe trem- 
bles for the dangers of the land. E- 
very billow that {wells the thinks is to 
be his tomb; every bali that fies the 
imagines is direfted againt him.

Critical Remarks on GENIUS, 


T has been often juftty obferved, 
i that the diitinctive property of ge- 
mius is to furprife, either by original 
Beauty, or greatnels in the idea. 
The principal beauties in poetry, 
fprieg from the force or elegance of 
us images ; founded on comparifons, 
either direct or implied. The me- 
rit of thefe confilts in a ftriking fimi- 
litude between two objects, which, to 
common obfervation, have no appa- 
rent or neceflary connexion: hence 
we may judge of the merit of a com- 
parifon, by the degree of our furprife, 
Which arifes frem a combined admira-

tion of its juftnefs, its novelty and 
beauty. A comparifon ia dire& in

Thus Bellarius, 
deferibing to his pupils theiuin of his 
fortunes at court.

Had the poet commanded at one 
yiew the whole circle of nature, he 
could not have felected fuch another 
contrat to madnefs.

It is by the 
frequency and degree of thefe beauties 
principally, that an original genius is 
diftingvifhed. Metaphors are to him 
what the eagle was to Jupiter, or the 
doves to Venus, fymbols of his divini- 
ty; the fure andications of majefty 
and beauty. 

Nor, if we confider the nature and 
progceis of the imagination, thall we 
have any cattle to wonder, that fupe- 
rior fpirits thould be the moft fubje& 
to thefe exceifes. The extremities of 
poetic boldnefs, like thofe of perfonal 
courage, will often have a tincture of 
extravagance. But, this will not*be 
the cafe in men of fubordinate talents; 
trufing more to imitation than their 
own teelyu gs, they move in one even 
tenor; with them, judgment is but 
aa obiervance of rules; a fecurity to 
their weaknefs.

The laf fpecies of beauty in com- 
parative imagery, which I fhall tpeak 
ot here, contifts in reducing a meta- 
phor toa point.

they {pring at’ once into being, and 
are beauties at their firft conception. 
Thus, in the language of a poet, the 
fun is the eye of heaven ; the heaven 
itfelf—a ftarry pavement ; a canopy 
fretted with golden fire.

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Scripture is seed for proof, and the 
fathers for illuftiation, Schifmatics 
are cliffled with Saracens, and Here- 
tice wih Pagans : their total down- 
fall is devoutly implored, and the tri- 
umph of the orthodox moft confident- 
ly anticipated. 

The learned commentator, whowas 
a Jefuit, about the beginning of the 
jJait century, and whofe expofition 
confilts of eight hu ge fol 3p hath 
racked his invention in this fingular 
dedica’ion to find out meta phors and 
illufions that haveevea th e moft dif- 
tant tendency to convey an jdea of 
Trinityin Unity.

Aoquence, and the three path'd road of 
wildom : the trident of creation, the 
tripod of fubltance: the three coloured 
rainbow; thechree fingur’d hand ; the 
three-mouth'd fountain ; and the rope 
with three knots.”
